ness far beyond what the public has

WASHINGTON, Dec. 13.—(Special 
Dispatch.) Speaker Reed has a plan 
for placing: the silver Senators on rec- 
ord and showing the country where the 
blame lies for failure to provide revenue 
for the government. The only question 
of success lies in whether the Ways 
and Means Committee will be able to 
complete the tariff bill before the end 
of the present session. Should this be 
done, Mr. Reed, it is said tonight, will 
push the measure through the House 
and send it to the Senate at once. Then 
the question will be an alignment of 
forces there as to the success of the 
efforts to provide revenue. 

Mr. Dingley’s committee’s hard work 
will commence this week with the hear- 
ing of the wool men, The division of 
the committee into sections to con- 
sider the schedules will facilitate -the 
work, and may result in such progress 
that the bill may be ready by the mid- 
dle of February.

Captain-General Weyler 
“AS Heard From. 


The Rebels Have No Leader 
Equal to Maceo. 


Thinks Many Insurgents Will 


Lay Down Arms. 


New Version of the Intrepid Cuban's 
Fate—He Mistook the Spanish 
Forces for the Vanguard of His 
Reinforcements, 


(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 

MADRID, Dec. 13.—(By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.) In an interview with a corre- 
spondent for the Madrid News, Capt.- 
Gen. Weyler states that he had re- 
turned to Havana in order to disperse 
the rebels who are flocking into the 
province of Havana. He says he will 
then return to Pinar del Rio, where he 
hopes to effect the pacification in three 
weeks. 

Capt.-Gen. Weyler said to this corre- 
spondent that Maceo’s death was a 
terrible blow to the insurgents; that 
they had no other general equal to him 
in prestige, and that many insurgents 
are likely to abandon their arms in 
consequence of his death. 

WIDESPREAD SYMPATHY. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 13.—The head- 
quarters of the Cuban Legation in this 
city was the center of interest to a 
number of callers today, who had come 
to express to Seflor Quesada _ their 
sorrow at the death of Gen. Maceo, and 
to offer sympathy, and, in some cases, 
help for the Cubans. These callers in- 
ciuded a number of Congressmen and 
two Senators, whose names the Cuban 
representatives ‘declined to reveal, who 
told him of their desire to see some 
action by Congress that would be of 
assistance to the insurgents. 

Sefior Quesada says he has received 
during the past few days about fifty 
letters, many of which come from per- 
sons and organization, offering to send 
men to assist the Cubans in fighting 
for liberty. Among the States and cit- 
ies represented in these letters are 
Washington, Wyoming, Kansas,  In- 
dianapolis, Buffalo, Evansville and Wa- 
terbury, Ct. Responsive to these let- 
ters Quesada authorizes his former 
statement that the Cubans have enough 
men and leaders to gain the cause for 
which they are fighting. They can 
avail themselves of 60,000 men and more 
if necessary, but what they need is 
arms and ammunition and medicine 
for the sick and wounded. 

He says offers of assistance from 
abroad have been received. The Paris 
agent of the junta says not only the 
Cubans, but the French people, after 
hearing of the assassination of Maceo, 
are collecting all they can to send an 
expedition to be called the ‘“expedi- 
tion of Gen. Maceo.’’ Quesada states 
that from San Domingo and Mexico 
also come assurances of contributions 
to the cause, while the workingmen 
and merchants of Tampa, Fla., say they 
will give not only 10 per cent. of their 
earnings weekly, but will work three 
Sundays in every month in order to 
give their wages for free Cuba. The 
agent at Jacksonville, Fla., wires that 
the people can be counted on for a 
hundred rifles. 

There was no information received at 
the headquarters today other than a 
telegram from President Strada Palma 
of the Cuban junta, which attributed 
Maceo’s death to assassination by a 
plot arranged between Ahumada and 
Dr. Zertucha, which was published to- 

The circumstantial accounts of Ma- 
ceo’s death now convinces the leaders 
that there is little doubt he has been 
killed, but they express their opinion 
that this will not interfer with the 
success of the Cuban arms. De Lome 
had no additional facts in regard to 
the death of Maceo to communicate to 
the press. So far as can be ascer- 
tained, the State Department has not 
yet been informed. . 

THE DAUNTLESS EPISODE. 

JACKSONVILLE (Fla.,) Dec. 13.—W. 
A. Bisbee, owner of the steam tug 
Dauntless of filibustering fame, will in- 
stitute suit this week against Sefior 
Slor, the Spanish Consul for Florida, 
located in this city. The basis of the 
suit will be detention of the Dauntless 
last Thursday night, when it was pre- 
paring to leave for New Smyrna, after 
the wrecked schooner Nathan F. Cobb.

ASSOCIATED PRESS VERSION. 
HAVANA, Dec. 13.—Further inqui- 
ries by the correspondent of the Asso- 
ciated Press have elicited the follow- 
ing additional details, which are posi- 
tively reliable for the manner in which 
Antonio Maceo met his death. 

It is known that Maceo exnected the 
insurgent, Brig.-Gen. Sanchez, to con- 
centrate his forces in Havana pro- 
vince in readiness for Maceo when he 
should pass the trocha. It happened, 
however, that in passing the Spanish 
column commanded by Maj. Cirujeda, 
Maceo mistook the force of guerrillas 
under Peral for Sanchez’s vanguard, 
and found himself among them efore 
he discovered his mistake. At the first 
volley from the Spanish Maceo fell 
wounded. The insurgents, taken by 
surprige, commenced a general fire as 
they retreated and abandoned. Maceo 
in a dying eondition. 

Col. Feijo has had an engagement 
at Campo Florida, near Havana, with 
the concentrated forces of the insur- 
gents which were with Maceo at the 
time he was killed, and which are now 
following the leaders ,Aguirre, Cas- 
tillo, Cardenas, Gallo and Lozo, and 
which number 1800 horsemen. Col. 
Tiejo met these forces at Tumbaquarto, 
where he inflicted a loss of eighteen 
killed. their wounded being carried off. 
The Snanish had nineteen wounded. 

Private advices from Santiago de Ices 
Vegas, in this province, state that the 
prominent insurgent leader, Perico Del- 
gado, has been seriously wounded, and 
has remained hidden in the woods since 
the last engagement with Gen. Figue- 
roa. These advices add that it is ex- 
pected that several bodies of insur- 
gents will soon surrender to the Span- 
sh. 

The steamer San Ignacio has arived 
-here, having on board 1240 soldiers to 
reinforce the Spanish forces in Cuba. 


MR. KULP IS AROUSED..: 


SHAMOKIN (Pa.,) Dee. 13.—Con- 
gressman Kulp of the Fifteenth Con- 
gress District, left for Washington to- 
night to be present tomorrow in antici- 
pation of action should the report of 
Gen. Antonio Maceo’s murder by the 
Spaniards be confirmed. He _ was 
shocked upon learning of the alleged 
crime, and if the story of the assassina- 
tion proves true, he says he will un- 
hesitatingly vote for the suppression of 
further hostilities. Heretofore he has 
been very conservative. 

ARKANSAW REINFORCEMENTS, 

FAYETTEVILLE (Ark.,) Dec. 13.—A 
company of twenty young men in this 
city will start for Cuba to join the 
rebel army. 

Several days ago a Cuban, said to 
be an agent of the New York junta, had 
a secret conference with some of the 
foremost young men in this vicinity, 
‘who were known to be in sympathy 
with the Cuban patriots, and since then 
the work of enlisting recruits and sé- 
curing material aid for the Cubans has 
been carried on quietly, until now’ the 
ambition. of many has been fired to 
take a hand in the struggle for Cuban 
independence. 

The company will start for the goast 
about twenty-five strong, and expect to 
be conveyed from some point near Gal- 
veston to the island. 

HAVANA NOTES. 

GINCINNATI (0.,) Dec. 13.—A spe- 
cial to the Commercial-Tribune from 
Key West, Fla., says advices from 
Havana state that La Lucha and 
other.Spanish papers are-quite bitter 
over the story sent out regarding 
Maceo’s death and deny it emphati- 
cally. Palace officials also deny it, and 
it is stated that Gen. Weyler will 
deny it over his own signature. 

More fighting is reported in the 
suburbs, and the insurgent forces are 
reported as numbering several thou- 
sand. The work of entrenching is be- 
ing pushed to the utmost, and many 
pieces of new artillery thave . been 
mounted. Two thousand more troopsar- 
rived from Spain today, and they were 
enthusiastically received as _ they 
marched through the streets. They 
were all undersized and appeared like 
boys. 

The anti-American feeling is grow- 
ing, and several of the American cor- 
respondents have been fwarned to be 
more careful in their dispatches on 
pain of being deported. 

Upon the initiative of the chiefs of 
the volunteers, there was a_ grand 
demonstration at the palace tonight in 
honor of Gen. Weyler. By 8 o’clock 
the streets along the line of march 
were packed with a moving mass of 
people, and the balconies of the houses 
were crowded. At 8:30 o’clock a pro- 
cession of volunteer troops marched to 
the music of a band down Obispo 
street to the palace, amid the vivas of 
the population. There was more en- 
thusiasm even on the day Capt.-Gen. 
Weyler returned to Havana. 

Col. Bances, as a representative of 
the volunteers, made an address to 
Capt.-Gen. Weyler, congratulating him 
upon the success of his plan in the 
campaign, and expressing a desire for 
the prompt pacification of the island 
discovered by Columbus. 

Capt.-Gen. Weyler displayed much 
feeling as he returned thanks. He said 
that all branches of the service, the 
army, nmavy, volunteers and firemen, 
were making an equal effort, like him- 
self, as the first soldier, trving to put 
an end to the war. He said the volun- 
teers were the bulwark of the national 
integrity. 

Maceo’s death, he added, had taken 
place while the volunteers were pre- 
paring their arms to strengthen the 
trocha. Maceo, finding he was not 
safe on the other side of the trocha, 
had taken to precipitate flight. 

-Gen. Weyler expressed his pleasure 
at the unity of the Spaniards, who 
will, he said, after peace had been se- 


‘| cured, reconstruct the country by the 


agreement of the present parties. He 
terminated his speech with a warm 
tribute to the mothers of those who 
had been sacrificed in the war. 

The Captain-Gemral then passed to 
the balcony of the palace, where he 
was greeted with the vivas of the 
crowd who added vivas for Spain, the 
King and the army. 

The Queen Regent has offered her 
congratulations to Capt.-Gen. Wevler.

“A chemical analysis of the ink in 
which the marriage contract is written, 
the experts say, shows that it is not 
over one and a half years old. The 
contract, however, is dated in May, 
1892. 

The “pencil will” is declared to be a 
most clever forgery, while the deeds 
and the marriage contract are good.

“‘nencil will” admitted to probate, the 
attorneys for Dr. Mare Levingston, who 
were seeking to have the will recog- 
nized as the only simon-pure article, 
suddenly withdrew the will.

WONG KIM ARK. 


The United States Supreme Court to 
Consider His Case

United States Supreme Court has made 
an order setting forth the submission 
of the famous Wong Kim Ark case on 
briefs, and directing counsel to appear 
before it on January 18 for oral drgu- 
ment on the weighty questions in- 
volved. 

In the Wong Kim Ark case the lower 
court decided that a person born in the 
United States by alien parents was a 
citizen of the United States and en- 
titled to all the rights and privileges 
of a citizen. The case developed from 
a habeas corpus proceeding by which 
Wong Kim Ark, a Chinese born in 
this country, sought again. a landing 
after a visit to China. The appeal 
was taken by the government, and its

W. J. T. Trewella Pulled His Shot-

up by a pillow, with the muzzle of a 
shotgun against his heart and'his toes 
within the trigger guard, W. J. T. Tre- 
wella, a miner, took his life at noon in 
his room: in the new Wisconsin Hotel.

JIMMY MICHAELS’S RECORD. 

A writer on cycling has the following 
to say about Jimmie Michael, the 
famous rider: 

“To Eurove Jimmie Michael is what 
Zimmerman was to the United States 
a few years ago. In earning that rep- 


utation he has defeated the greatest 


cyclists in France, Germany, Belgium 
and England. He has defeated Re- 
the holder of the world’s 
twenty-four-hour record; Jacquelin, 
the champion of France, and Gourgoltz, 
who defeated Wheeler, Kiser and Mur- 
phy when thev were abroad. At Chi- 
cago, Nashville and New Orleans he 
has made a great showing in his record 
work, and before he gets through he 
will. undoubtedly place many of the 
American and world’s records to his 
credit. He is the smallest of the world’s 
champions, and at the same time may 
be considered one of the most power- 
ful riders. His work is an ‘interesting 
study to those who follow cycle racing, 
and it will be many a day before peo- 
ple cease to wonder where he gets his 
speed.” 

TOM COOPER’S PLANS. 
‘Tom Cooper, the cyclist, is at home 
in Detroit. He declares that he will 
not go ‘abroad. To a representative of 
an eastern paper Cooper said: 

“TI will rest easy on my oars until 
spring. Of course, I will ride for the 
concern that pays me the most money. 
A good many changes are liable to 
happen between ‘now and spring. My 
present contract has until March to 
run, so there is no reason for my 
worrying. I propose to keep in good 
condition. That does not mean that I 
will train constantly. Too much train- 
ing is not beneficial. It is not good 
for a rider to keep himself on edge 
all of the year. I have had six months 
of hard and steady work. While I 
propose to do 50me skating, it is not at 
all likely that I will make any matches 
with Johnson or any of the other fast 
skaters of the country.” 

The allusion to skating bears out the 
remarkable affinity between cyclists 
and ice “skimmers.”’ Cyclists have 
begun to admit quite generally that 
skating, even if not in races and con- 
tests, is an excellent thing to keep 
them very close to the “on edge’”’ that 
their trainers require of them. In fact. 
it is just the form of mild training 
that a wheelman requires in the off 
season to keep his muscles supple for 
the coming season on the path.

It is noticeable that the larger cycle 
manufacturers are, almost without ex- 
ception, furnishing the ’97 modes with 
keyless cranks, thus doing away with 
the crank key, or pin. For several 
years the tendency has been in this 
direction, and some makers have been 
usink keyless cranks on their ’96 models 
with more or less success, but, judg- 
ing from the large number of promi- 
nent bicycles which will, in 1897, be 
fitted with patent keyless cranks and 
Shafts..,it is evident that the new 
style of construction, in this most im- 
portant part of the bicycle, has en- 
tirely superseded the old style. 


HORSE RACING. 


Scarcity of Bookmakers During the 
Past Season. 

One of the features of the racing of 
the season just passed, not generally 
commented upon, was the apparent 
scarcity of bookmakers. Nearly every 
track showed a wonderful falling off. 
At places where a fair showing of pen- 
cilers was formerly made with twenty 
bookmakers, regular attendants could 
discover no more than eight or ten 
this season. Financial depression had 
its effect, it is true, but probably the 
real reason for the scarcity of pencil- 
ers was that the public is drifting 
away from the former custom of going 
wild in efforts to put money in the 
boxes of the bookmakers. Another 
reason is that of late years the supply 
of real bookies has dwindled. A visit 
to one of the race tracks now in apera- 
tion would reveal perhaps two men on 
the blocks who were fully capable of. 
eonducting the affairs of the book. | 
Other men simply follow the chalk 
marks of these veterans. A $10 bet 
often causes consternation—forces the 
alleged bookmakers to use the chamois 
pad upon their blackboards. Small 
wonder that Oakley is contemplating 
putting in Paris mutual machines for 
next season to accommodate the spec- 
ulative public.

PUNSTER’S SORRY ENDING, | 
At Lexington recently t once sen- 
sational colt Punster sold at auction for 
the paltry figure of $10. . 

In 1882 Punster was the reigning sen- 
sation of the early racing season. At 
both Lexington and Louisville he won 
away off and he was “touted” to be the 
colt of the year. 

“Dave” Pulsifer, who. later owned the 
great Tenny, owned Punster, and re- 
fused largé amounts offered for him. 
The horse Kad valuable engagements 
and was regarded as very apt to close 
with an unbeaten record, but it was 
not to be. 3 
Like many another he went from the 
top of the ladder to the depths of ob- 
livion in one race. It was run over the 
West Side track in Chicago either in 
1881 or 1882, and will-be remembered by 
many. ‘Milt Young started Bondholder 
in the race and Stovall, who had the 
mount, felt:confident he had a chance 
to win. Punster had been “off’’ for 
some days and Young's trainer, a ne- 
gro called “Brown Dick,”’ had often re- 
marked that he never saw the public 
stick to a sick colt «o long and keep 
him favorite. He thermore added 
that no “sick”’ colt could give Bond- 
holder a beating. 

But many supposed the “sick” story 
to be faked for the sake of the betting, 
so to get a better price against the 
Punster backing.

Pulsifer was ad- 
vised by his friends not to back his 
colt, and at first hesitated, but — his 
trainer, Bill Bird, assured him the colt 
could “walk home.”

HIDALGO’S GOSSIP. 


The Chatter and Prattlie of the Run- 
ning Tracks. 

What is the matter with that grand- 
looking and grandly-bred old chestnut, 
Semper Lex? Last winter he was third 
and fourth in the home stretch and beat 
out such cracks as the English horse 
Star Ruby. Now about the best he can 
do is get third money. His race of a 
month ago, in which he beat Salisbury 
a head, seems to have used him up. 

Poor old Charley Kerr of Bakersfield 
has had a good deal of downright hard 
luck in the past four years, but, on the 
4th inst., came the last drop to a full 
cup. His favorite old horse Apache, 
sire of winners by the score, died after. 
a few hours’ illness. This is to be par- 
ticularly regretted because Apache was 
one of the only three sons of the great 
French horse Mortemer, that have ac- 
quitted themselves creditably as sires. 
Apache was bred by P. Lorillard of 
New Jersey, and got huft as a yearling 
so that he never was trained. As the 
sire of Olive, Mobalaska, Crawford, San 
Emigdio and Antrim he was rapidly at- 
taining prominence. 

Frank Menchaca (Peachy) is getting 
a good string of horses together and 
will be heard from at the winning post 
frequently hereafter. He is a bright 
and intelligent young trainer and sure 
to succeed. 

The fastest mile yet run at Ingleside 
was done there a week ago by Mr. Mac- 
donough’s little blonde mare, Char- 
treuse, in 1:40%. She had escaped the 
attention of the handicappers in some 
unaccountable way, and got into the 
race with a very light weight. Ruin- 
art, the odds-on favorite, was beaten 
by a nose, and his owner was offered 
$4000 for him in a few minutes after 
the race. 

And so Walter Hobart is going to re- 
tire from racing and confine himself to 
breeding horses for other people to 
race. The reason is not given, but my 
belief is that the young millionaire 
does not like the way that racing is be- 
ing conducted at the winter tracks. Cer- 
tainly the game looks very sour at 
times. The idea of two such well-es- 
tablished cracks as Semper Lex and 
Strathmeath, both starting as odds on 
favorites and neither of them leading 
at any part of the race, is enough to 
sour anybody with the game as it is 
now. conducted. If ever there was 
as “raw” a trick done on any American 


track as the way that Grayhurst got 


left at the post last spring while a 
prominent official “went down the line” 
on Howard 8, I never heard of it. 
My idea is that Mr. Hobart’s stock in 
the Ingleside track can be bought at 
a very reasonable discount. Hobart’s 
father made his money by legitimate 
mining, and the son, being a ‘chip of 
the old block,” thinks: he cannot af- 
ford to be mixed up with anything that 
has a suspicion of crookedness. 

There is a great deal of talk likewise 
about the way that the race for the.

CREASE OF DIVORCE 


Marion Crawford, the Novelist, 
Thinks that the Growth of So- 
cialism is Responsible for Mach 
of the Spread of Divorces. 


(December Century:) Twenty-five or 
thirty years ago divorces wefe so rare 
as to be regarded in the light of very 
uneommon exceptions to the general 
rule. The divorce law itself is not yet 
forty years old in England, nor twenty 
years old in France. In Italy there is 
@® civil divorce whatever at the pres- 
ent day, and the Catholic Church only 
grants what are not properly divorces, 
but annullations of marriage, in very 
rare cases, and with the greatest reluct- 
ance. 

Even in America every one can re- 
member how divorce was spoken of and 
thought of until very recently. Within 
a few years it was deemed to be some- 
thing very like a disgrace, and cer- 
tainly a profoundly cynical and im- 
moral proceeding.

Whatever we may think of it in our 
hearts, or whatever our religious con- 
victions may be on the subject, it has 
become so common that when we hear 


fulness, by which a man or woman suf- 
fers, the question at once rises to our 
lips: “Why does she not divorce her 
husband?” or, ‘‘Why does he not divorce 
his wife?’”’ We have grown used to the 
idea, and if it does not please us, it 
certainly does not shock us. It shocked 
our fathers, but we are perfectly ‘in- 
different. 

Of course, there are "many, perhaps 
& majority, who, though not Poman 
Catholics, would in their own lives 
put up with almost anything rather 
than go to the divorce court fov peoce 
Some actually suffer much, and ask 
for ne redress.; But there are very 
many who have not suffered anything 
at all, excepting the favorite “incom- 
patibility of temper,” and who have 
taken. advantage of the loose laws 
in certain States to try a second mat-: 
rimonial experiment. In what calls it- 
self society, there seems still to be a 
prejudice against a third marriage for 
divorced persons, but at the present 
rate of advance in civilization this 
cannot last long, and the old signifi- 
cance of the word “marriage” will be 
quite lost before our youngest grand- 
children are dead; in other words, by 
the end of the next century, at the 
furthest. 

There are various forms of henor- 
able political dreaming and of dishon- 
orable political mischief-making now- 
adays, which we are accustomed to call 
collectively ‘‘socialism.’’ Most of these 
rely for their hope of popular success 
upon their avowed intention of divid- 
ing property and preventing its sub- 
sequent accumulation. Marriage is an 
incentive of such accumulation, be- 
cause it perpetuates families. and 
therefore keeps property together by) 
-inheritance. Therefore, all forms of 
socialism are at present in favor of 
divorce, as a means of ultimately de- 
stroying marriage altogether. <A 
proverb says that whosoever desires 
the end, desires also the means. There 
is more truth in the saying than 
morality in the point of view it exe 
presses. But there are those who de- 
sire neither the means nor the end to 
which they lead, anda struggle is coir- 
ing the like of which has not been 
seen since the beginning of the world, 
and of which we who are now alive 
shall not see the termination.

be seeking justice from the Mexican 
government for the outrage upon him 
by the law officers at Ensenada in con- 
nection with the .$12,000 gold-bar rob- 
bery of which an Englishman named 
Garratt was said to be guilty, com- 
mitted a year or 80 ago. M. Riverol, 
who for many years had been a highly- 
respected mercantile factor, land-owner 
and agent in Ensenada, had the $12,000 
gold bar locked in his safe. Garratt, 
and others are said to have robbed the 
safe and made away with the gold. 
Mexican justice, which is so often 
peculiar, suspected M. Riverol of rob- 
bing his own safe. They arrested him. 
And when Riverol produced the con- 
fession of one of the real robbers, the 
Mexican judge laughs at Riverol and 
indicated. that his efforts to escape 
justice were “too thin.” After long 
waiting Riverol was releaséd from jail. 
The stigma of the crime clung to him. 
He had lost a small fortune in defend- 
ing himself from the unjust suspicions 
of the judges, who are supposed to dis- 
pense justice. The action of these 
judges toward Riverol was akin to per- 
secution. The real robbers were also 
allowed to go free. Then Riverol put a 
detective on the case which resulted in 
the capture of Garratt red-handed in 
his attempt to dig up the gold brick 
from its hiding place and convey it out 
of Mexico. To M. Riverol should go 
the credit of the arrest. The indifferent 
Mexican authorities, careless of the 
stain their stupidity had cast on M. 
Riverol, left it to him to point out the 
robber to them. They rrested 
Garratt and at once Fs im on 
some technicality. And now M. Riverol 
continues his effort to secure justice to 
himself. He was falsely imprisoned 
by the Ensenada judge. He was de- 
spoiled of hard-earned property in con- 
sequence of this false imprisonment 
and it now remains to be seen whether 
the higher officers of the Mexican re- 
public have a sufficient sense of justice 
to right a crued wrong to one of the 
loyal citizens of that republic and pun- 
ish the petty law officers of Ensenada 
for their terrible blunder. :

The Typothetae Laying Off Union 
Men Because of a Boycott of a 
Non-union Office—The Typo- 
graphical People Will Open a 
Shop on the Co-operative Pian.

KANSAS CITY (Mo.,) Dec. 13.—A 
critical stage seems to have been 
reached in the contest between the 
union printers and the employing job 
printers of Kansas City, who are or- 
ganized into the Typothetea. The 
trouble began several weeks ago when 
all the employers forming the Typo- 
thetae opened their offices t6 non- 
union men because of the refusal of 
the Printers’ Union to withdraw a boy- 
cott against a non-union printing office, 
the proprietors of which belong to the 
Typothetae. In one Office all the union 
men have been laid off and their places 
filled by non-union printers. As a re- 
sult,,the Typographical Union, at a 
meeting today voted unanimously to 
open a job-printing office to give em- 
ployment to‘its idle printers. This ac- 
tion was taken upon the advice of the 
executive officer of the International 
Union, and there is no question but 
that the local union will have the sup- 
port of the international body in the 
struggle to follow. 

! It is conceded that with the opening 
of the first coéperative shop will un- 
doubtedly follow the discharge of every 
union printer in all the offices ownedty 
members of the Typothetae, and a. bit- 
ter fight will be the result. The union 
printers are said to have made all 
their arrangements to open one co- 
operative offices at once, and to follow 
it will at least three others as soon 
as the Typothetae shall declare a lock- 
out.

To remove it a 
process of transformation was neces-_ 
sary, of just the opposite kind to that 


converted the sugar into starch. This 
was the first essential step, for the 
solid grain of starch could not pass 
through the wall of the leaf cell and so 
travel from place to place in the plant. 
It has been ascertained in the last few 
years that this change is brought about 
in the leaf by the action of a so-called 
enzyme, or unorganized ferment, known 
as diastase, the same body as has been 
known for so many years to be the ac- 
tive agent in the saccharification of 
malt. The identification of enzyme in the 
leaf was difficult, but there is now no 
doubt of its presence. By its agency 
particularly during the hours of 
darkness, when the constructive. ac- 
tivity of the leaf was suspended, the 
transitory starch in the leaf-cells was 
converted into sugar. This sugar 
which is known as maltose, or malt 
Sugar, made its way .from_. the leaf 


down the stem into the tuber, which 
is really only an underground branch 
which becomes

ECONOMY AT THE CAPITOL, 


The Sacramento Record-Union, in 
an article headed “Where the Money 
Goes,” makes some very good sugges- 
tions with reference to the expendi- 
tures incurred .by our State Legisla- 
tures at their biennial sessions; and 
while that paper is generally correct 
in what it says in these matters, it is 
not altogether so. The proper list of 
officers in each House should include 
one secretary with two assistants, 
Sergeant-at-Arms and an _ assistant, 
one minute clerk, one journal clerk, 


clerk, three pages, three porters. and 
a postmaster, who is also paperfolder. 

So much for elective officers. The 
standing committees that have clerks 
appointed for the entire session should 


committees. All other standing com- 
mittees can get along without any 
clerks, unless there are _ contested 
seats, in which event the Committee 
on Elections should be provided with 


were several committees that wanted 
to draw a bill of general import and 
got a clerk for a week to aid them 


San Francisco and Los Angeles. They 
of the standing committees except 
those on finance and judiciary; and 
even they do not stand in any great 
need of a clerk until the last six weeks 
of the legislative session. 

During the last four weeks of the 
Legislature it takes about eight deputy 
enrolling clerks in each house to do 
the work properly. It also requires 
about four deputy engrossing clerks in 
each house until within ten days of 
the date of adjournment, after -which 
time all bills that posses any merit 
are “considered engrossed” and re- 
ported back for passage. 

As for “history clerks,” they are 
simply a nuisance and in everybody’s 
way. One minute clerk and one jour- 
nal clerk are enough in each house 
until they begin to hold night ses- 
sions. Then that force should be 
doubled. The six bill and file clerks 
spoken of by the Record-Union were 
also superfluous, as the file can be 
made up from day to day by any one 
competent man. The idea of three 
book-keepers for a Sergeant-at-Arms 
is another culpable waste. The Ser- 
geant-at-Arms should be allowed just 
one clerk. If he thinks he needs any 
more he should hire them out of his 
own pay. The two copying clerks in 
each house have no very easy job if 
the chief clerks look after them prop- 
erly for the compilation of the appen- 
dix to the journal; and the copying 
of the journal for the State Printer 
is legitimately a part of their work. 

If any committee has a lengthy bill 
to prepare, give it a clerk for a week 
and let his salary stop when the bill 
goes to its first reading. There is 
certainly mo great extravagance in 
that. But the idea of having 
clerks for some of the standing 
committees which do not meet oftener 
than once a month is a downright 
absurdity and a willful waste of the 
people’s money. There is no lack of 
money to pay for such clerk-hire as 
‘is absolutely necessary, but none 
should be given out for the creation 
of sinecures. 

“The records of the last session show 
that there were such sinecures as 
“clerks to Governors’ messages” and 
“Janitresses,” although there are no 
such things as retiring rooms for 
ladies. All these, and everything else 
that is superfluous, should be abol- 
ished. If the enrolling and engross- 
ing of bills by hand has been done 
away with, there is really no need of 
such officers, and their wages could

WORTH CONSIDERING, 


In view of the local agitation that 
has been started in certain quarters on 
the subject of saloons and intemper- 
ance, the following extracts are of in- 
terest. The first is an editorial from 
the San Francisco Examiner, descrip- 
tive of a plan for regulating the liquor 
traffic that has been successfully tried 
in Minneapolis: 


“An interesting experiment in the 
regulation of the liquor traffic has been 
going on in Minneapolis for a dozen 
years, and its success there has led to 
an attempt to imitate it in Boston. 
Minnéapolis found in 1884 that the 
police force could not control the 523 
saloons then open in the city, the rules 
for closing at certain hours could not 
be enforced, and crime prevailed to an 
appalling extent. At the suggestion of 
Mayor George A. Pillsbury a line was 
drawn outside of which the business 
should not be carried on. No saloons 
were allowed in the residence portion 
of the city. The result was that of 
the 523 drinking places all but 230 were | 
closed. Since then the number has in- 
creased by only 15 per cent., while the 
population of the city has.grown from 
120,000 to over 200,000. There has been 
a notable decrease in crime, few arrests 
are made in the park or residence dis- 
tricts, and it is said that the reserva- 
tion system has proved so satisfactory 
in every way that even the saloon men 
do not want it abolished. No candi- 
date for Mayor since its adoption has 
ever ventured to go before the voters 
aS an opponent of the patrol limits. 
“This experience is certainly worth 
study. If Boston shall decide to try the ' 
Minneapolis experiment the test will 
be still more valuable. If all the drink- 
ing were concentrated downtown, and 
there were no corner bars to watch 
in the Mission or the Western Addition 
we can imagine that the police in San 
Francisco might find their work con- 
siderably easier.” 

Following is the closing portion of 

an exhaustive report on the suppres- 
sion of inebriety in California, made 
by P. C. Remondino, the well-known 
physician and author, of San Diego, to 
his associates on the State Board of 
Health. It was published in the re- 
cently-issued report of that board: 
“In my opinion, saloon licenses are 
issued altogether too indiscriminately. 
Continued carousals and drunkenness 
exercised in any saloon should be cause 
for revoking its license at once, and 
only a certain percentage of saloons 
should be permitted to a given number 
of the population. Resorts, places of 
amusement and gardens of a public 
nature and for recreative purposes 
should not be permitted to sell liquors 
with alcohol above a certain percentage, 
and a bar should not be ITicensed on 
any account in any such’ public places. 
Every encouragement should be given, 
on the other hand, to the establish- 
ment of the European café, with its 
tables and chairs, its coffee, its light 
beers and light wines. We blame the 
foreign emigrant from the wine coun- 
tries for much of our drunkenness; 
whereas, on the contrary, by making 
him give up his harmless habits and 
causing him to adopt our own, we 
have but too often made him into a 
dissipated wretch. It has been a 
grievous mistake on our part not to 
have realged the harmless nature of 
the drinking indulged in by the. Ger- 
man and the French—although the lat- 
ter, by his comparatively small num- 
bers, could hardly be said enter into 
our life as does the German—and ever 
allowed our national habit in this re- 
gard either to mingle with or supplant 
their customs. They should. always 
have been kept scrupulously apart. By 
doing so we would have retained and 
possibly even been able to adopt their 
customs. 


“Too many of our good people, 
wrongly educated, have been terribly 
afraid of making any compromise with 
what they erroneously consider a 
wrong, by admitting that there is a 
wide difference between drinkers and 
drinkers, as well as between the vari- 
ous kinds of drink employed—differ- 
ences which exist and are as widely 
apart as a diet of skimmed milk from 
one of corned beef, cabbage and apple 
dumplings—and by insisting on seeing 
a criminal wrong in places and in the 
use of articles which are considered as 
right and proper by the majority of 
the inhabitants of the civilized world. 
Any attempts at reaching any sensible 
plan of emancipating our people from 
the evils of strong drink or intemper- 
ance have always proved, as they will 
always continue to prove, if attempted 
on like lines, abortive. 

“Like to the Moslem of old, who gave 
the world the choice of the Koran or 
the sword, the prohibitionist only gives 
the world a choice between total absti- 
nence and a national inebriety that 
knows neither limit nor ending. This 
is all wrong, and a sensible view of the 
case need not necessarily carry with 
it the idea of any compromise with any 
wrong-doing. We, here, would look 
upon a man whose breath indicated 
that he had partaken of a little claret 
with his dinner as one doomed to per- 
dition, or capable or liable to commit 
any crime in the category at a mo- 
ment’s notice, while we overlook the 
fact that in no country is drunkenness 
more of a social crime than in coun- 
tries where wines and beers are the 
common beverages of the population 
and where, to have it known or inti- 
mated that one was drunk, would be at

standing. That drunkenness, or being 
at times under the influence of liquor, 
does not convey the same _ penalties 
with us, is but too well known, as it 
is equally well known that we reck- 
lessly confound the most temperate use 
of wine with the most debauched hab- 
its. By our dictum we have allied all 
liberal-minded men—even some who 
are total abstainers from taste, but not 
from any sectarian principle or preju- 
dice—with the very. temperate, the 
moderate and immoderate drinkers and 
drunkards, as well as with all .the 
saloon element and the sporting and 
fast world, with the demi-monde in- 
dluded, in a grand mass, against which 
we have necessarily waged a most 
hopeless war in the cause of the im- 
possible condition of prohibition. 
“Our only hopes are in a rational 
campaign devoted to the cause of in- 
temperance, and when we shall well 
understand this we shall then have 
made a step in the right direction and 
toward a visible end; and until we 
learn that it is for temperance and not 
for prohibition that we must strive, 
and until we can by these means unite 
all right-thinking people on a common 
plane, one from which no intelligent 
person will dissent—no man or woman 
living will, in their sober moments, no 
matter how depraved they may other- 
wise be, countenance or approve of 
drunkenness, while the major part of 
the prohibitionists seem to affect to be- 
lieve that every one opposed to their 
views favors the most unlimited de- 
bauchery—we must expect matters to 
grow from bad to worse, and that not 
only prohibition will not prevail, but 
even the cause of temperance will con- 
tinually lose ground. 
“In conclusion, I would also state 
that the United States does not present 
the climatic causes for a like dégree 
of inebriety as is observed in the more 
northern European nations. Our de- 
gree of inebriety is therefore alto- 
gether unnatural, as well as uncalled- 
for as°an existence, and with the ex- 
ample set by California, it is hoped 
that, in time, inebriety will have been 
greatly weeded out from many of our 
States, as the remedy lies in our own 
cheap wines and cheaper beers, with an 
education that will lead to their use.” 


A NOBLE WOMAN. 


This paper has hitherto refrained 
from comment on the death of Mrs. 
Sarah B. Cooper, until the manner of 
her decease could be legally deter- 
mined. It now seems beyond doubt 
that she was exhausted by her vigils 
over her partially demented daughter, 
who, with that cunning peculiar to in- 
sane people, got up in the night and 
turned on a full head of gas in their 
sleeping-room. Mrs. Cooper was the 
best beloved woman in San Francisco, 
if one woman in all that great city 
was loved better than another. If all 
else were wanting, her devotion to the 
cause of the poor children would have 
stamped her as the foremost good 
woman in a city that contains many 


brave as she was gentle. She shirked 
no duty, evaded no responsibility. And 
therefore it was that with no earthly 
obligation neglected, this worthy 
woman, who loved her God and all 
mankind and remembered herself last 
and least of all, took her departure 
from a world that had been a better 
one for her presence. In the years 
that are to come, Mrs. Cooper will be 
better known by the void she has left 
in death than by the station she filled 
in life. “She had known Sorrow—he 
had walked with her,” but she bore 
her griefs with Spartan fortitude ‘and 
made the griefs of others her own per- 
sonal care. Well: might she say, with 
England’s inspired songstress:

at creameries and dairies, $957,900; 
total, $12,331,067. The first creamery 
erected in the State was near Ferndale, 
Humboldt county. All the coast region 
from Point Reyes to the Oregon boun- 
dary line is destined to become a great 
dairying country.

REV. DR. REED CRITICISES THE 
PARKHURST SOCIETY. 


Retracts His Indorsement and 
nounces Methods of Those Who 
Do Evil That Good May Come, 


SCORED BY OTHER PREACHERS. 


THE RECTOR OF ST. JOHN’S DOES 
NOT BELIEVE IN BLUE LAWS, 


Conventional Christianity Can Save 
’ Nobody, Says Rev. Dr. Thomson. 
Brenking Pledges and Buay- 


ing Women to Iniquity 


“A minister of the gospel has no right 
to resort to deception or evil practices 
in order that good may result. It is 
not for him to usurp the functions of 
the civil authorities by seeking to visit 
punishment upon evil-doers, It is his 
business to call sinners to repentance, 
and not to try to entangle them in the 
meshes of the law by going among 
them in disguise and tempting them 
with money to do wrong.” 

Such, in substance, were the remarks 
of Rev, Dr. D. Reed, as a prelude to his 
sermon at the First Baptist Church last 
evening. The published announcement 
that Dr. Reed would criticise the meth- 
ods pursued by members of the Park- 
hurst Society in obtaining . evidence 
against lawbreakers brought forth the 
following letter from Rey. Dr. McLean, 
chairman of the Committee on Immoral 
Places and Practices of the Parkhurst 
Society: 

“LOS ANGELES, Dec. 12, 1896. 

“Rev. Dr. Reed and Rev. Mr. Garnett 
—Dear Brethren: I see by an item in 
today's Times that one of you is to give, 


gs-a_prelude to. your sermon, a criti- | 


cism on the methods employed by the 
‘Parkhurst Committee.” I cannot be- 
lieve that a minister of the gospel 
would ally himself with the saloon or 
any other immoral element in making 
attack upon our committee, who 
ni taken their lives and characters 
in their own hands in their endeavor to 
compel the enforcement of the law and 
bring about moral reform, especially in 
warning parents and protecting the 
youth of our city. 

“Any person present at the ‘trials’ in 
Justice Morrison's court (during the 
past week) could not question the ne- | 
cessity of employing the methods we 
did to bring to justice such offenders 
against law and decency. We were 
compelled to dismiss several cases be- 
cause it was stated that we had not) 
gone far enough to procure evidence to 
convict. 

“Please do our committee the justice 
to read this letter to the congregation 
and give it to the press in connection 
with any remarks you may make upon 
the subject., Very truly yours, 

“Cc. Cc. LEAN, 
“Chairman Committee.” 

After Dr. Reed had read this tetter 
to the congregation, as requested, he 
said: 

“Under ordinary circumstances I 
would not be called upon to criticise 
a movement of this kind. But the 
circumstances in this case are peculivr. 
lwo weeks ago I indorsed the Park- 
hurst League and commended it to 
the confidence and coGéperation of this 
church and congregation. I did this 
because I believed its principles to ve 
right, and I had confidence in the wis- 
dcm of the leaders, But I feel called 
upon at this time, in view of what has 
since transpired, to recall that indorse- 
mert, and to enter a most emphatic 
protest against the method and means 
of prosecuting the work of the Park- 
hurst Society. First, because I believe 
it is wrong for any person, and much 
more for a Christian, and still more 
for a minister, to do evil that good 
may count. The enemies of -Paul 
charged him with doing this, but he 
resented it as a base slander. God 
is hely, just and good, and He cannot 
be pleased with deceit and fraud and 
guile.” 

The reverend gentleman then quoted 
numerous passages of scripture to 
show that the Christian. should shun 
hypocrisy, “refrain his tongue from 
evil and his lips that they speak no 
guile,” and continuing, said: 

“‘Here are the positive commands of 
the Holy Spirit against speaking 
guiles and hypocrisy, and also the 
example of our blessed Lord himself. 
How, then, can any Chris tan or 
Christian minister be so ignorant as 
te think that he can pléase God ana 
serve Him by speaking guile and 
hypocrisy? It is a great mistake, and 
preachers especially ought to know it. 
Do they plead the language-of Paul in 
Ti Corinthians, xii, 16, as justification? 

_if so, it proves that they are too ig- 
norant of the scriptures to be teach- 
ers, or preachers. . 

“Paul never resorted to guile and 
hypocrisy no more than his Master 
did. The miserable Pharisees and 
hyprocrites tried to catch Jésus by 
their guile, and betray Him into some

self never did such a dishonorable 
ting. Fancy Jesus, or Paul. or John 
disguising himself and going among 
the wicked, and when questioned deny- 
ine his identity. and then tempting 
e\il-doers by offering them money to 
transcress some civil law. The bare 
Suggestion seems almost blasphemous. 

“Again, I object to the course of the 
leaders of the Parkhurst Society, bhe- 
cause I believe it involves complicity 
with the evil. 

“If it be wrong for those wicked peo- 
ple to sell liquor, it is certainly wrong 
to tempt them to sell, by offering them 
money. 

“Once more, hypocricy is a mean and 
contemptible vice, and is almost sure 
to be imitated by the wicked in order 
to attain their evil ends, if Christians 
resort to it for what they believe good 
ends. 

**And yet again, the experience of the 
past proves that more evil than good 
results from such effort to promote re- 
form. And such evil results on scien- 
tific principles must follow. Knowing 
what human nature is, for a preacher 
to deceive and betray aé sinner and 
bring him to punishment and exposure 
for his sin, and then ask him to ac- 
cept his advice to repent and become 
a Christian, is, to say the least, utter 
folly. Such sinners will never be 
brought to Christ by such preachers. 

_ “But I anticipate that these preachers 
may reply that in their work in the 
Parkhust Society they are not attempt- 
ing to save sinners, but only to expose 
and punish sinners. All the more’s the 
pity. This is a confession that they 
have undertaken a secular work outside 
of their divine commission. . The 
ministry of the gospel is a:holy calling, 
spiritual not secular. It is an exclusive 
calling, so sublime and glorious jn its. 
mature and possibilities as necessarily 
to occupy and absorb all one’s time and 
strength and thought and care. The

Christ Knew laws of the universe 
that are still concealed from us on 
account of our lack of spiritual train- 
ing. He said that his Father showed 
Him the workings of the laws of the 
universe. “The Son can do nothing of 
Himself, but what He seeth the Father 
do.” Christ opened His spiritual na- 
ture to receive from the Father divine 
strength to perform miracles. He 
never used this power to form His 
character. In that respect, He was an 
-example to us; but, if He had used 
supernatural or superhuman power 
that we may not use in the formation 
of character, then He would not be an 
inspirer of souls. His miracles are 
prophecies of human possibilities. Ev- 
erything in the universe, so far as we 
know of, scorns a coward. No coward 
can swim. The water scorns the man 
who will not trust it. The man who 
is afraid to trust the laws of nature 
cannot be a farmer. If men had no 
faith in one another, there would be 
no business, no commerce, no finance, 
no travel. Faith is just as necessary 
to engineering, farming, banking, busi- 
ness, as it is to religion. The man 
without faith is a coward: and the 
man of faith never sinks. Christ was 
continually saying to His hearers, ‘‘fear 
not,” and “have faith.” He would not 
cure people that had no faith in Him 
Christ’s life was the grandest glorifica- 
tion of faith. From prayer and com- 
munion with God on the lonely moun- 
tain in the darkness, He walked forth 
upon the troubled waters the master 
of the laws of nature. Prayer develops 
faith, and faith gives man God’s power 
to overcome his difficulties. In all our 
distresses, when we fear the woes of 
adversity, it is good for us to look

He, therefore, objected most 
strenuously and emphaticaly to the 
hewspaper correspondents and others 
bunching together the ministers and 
priests of the city, as if they all 
prowled around. at midnight taking a 
nip of blackberry cordial for their 
stomach’s sake, and visited question- 
able resorts, sipping beer and witness- 
ing lewd performances. He had no 
doubt that the men who were engaged 
in such excursions were actuated by 
good motives and worthy principles 
but it was a question whether more 
harm than good was not effected. by 
such means.. The tendency is to make 
non-religious people lose their respect 
for religion, when such methods were 
employed to it. 

In connectic with this line of 
thought the. text of his sermon was 
taken from St. Luke ix, 55: “Ye know 
‘hot what manner of spirit ye are of.” 
St. James and St. John, two of Christ’s

world was old enough to pass laws, 
laws have been enacted for the purpose 

f making men live better and holier 

ives, and, although some of these laws 
have had the effect of frightening men 
into an outward compliance with them, 
they have never of themselvés regener- 
ated the heart of man. Laws are nec- 
essary for the protection, of the State 
and individual, but they are useless in 
the great task of changing the moral 
conscience. There is a wide contrast 
between man’s methods and Christ's 
methods in making men and women 
better. Man says: “Tie the hands, 
fetter their movements, curtail their 
action, pass laws: which will compel 
people to be honest and good, and so- 
ber, and we shall solve the question of 
public morality.” Christ says: “Tie 
the heart, enchain the affection, curb 
the will, control the desires by inward 
impulses; and the result will be ob- 
tained.”’ 

“Which is the better and more effica- 
cious way? When ministers admit that 
moral suasion is played out and stat- 
utory enactments are needed, they are 
merging the role of the preacher into 
that of the police office. They are ad- 
mitting the failure of their sacred call- 
ing. They say: “Let us pass a law 
prohibiting the manufacture and im- 
portations of liquor and then men must 
be sober.” As a moral factor what 
would be the worth of such enforced 
sobriety? We might as well pursue the 
logic a little further and say, “Let us 
lock up every woman and keep them 
under lock and key, and then men and 
women will be pure.’’ An enforced so- 
briety, or an enforced purity is not 
worth much, for God help it when the 
eye of the law is for a moment re- 
moved. But if a man says: “fam a s0- 
ber man, because drunkenness is an 
abomination to my manhood; because 
it robs me of due exercise of God-ziven 
faculties,” or if a woman says: “I am 
pure, because I respect myself and my 
God, and because my body is the temn- 
ple of the Holy Ghost,” it does not 
matter much to them as to laws or en- 
actments, as to licenses or geocrapni- 
cal limitations. They are proof against 
drunkenness or impurity. They are 
Christ’s disciples and not mere law- 
evaders. 

“There are at work today two dis- 
tinct streams or tendencies manifest 
among those who are working for the] 
bettering of the conditions of human- 
ity. The advocate of both schoois are 
doubtless honest and sincere. One ad- 
vocates stringent laws, merciless over+ 
sight and espionage, human force and 
human methods in bettering mankind. 


-That_policy. is. in a_line with the old | 


Spanish Inquisition or the equally-in- 
famous Blue Laws of the Puritans. The 
other advocates implanting into the 


‘heart the seeds of righteousness and 


truth, of purity and sobriety, of true 
religion and Godly disciples. That is 
the dominant key-note of the times, 
and it has been the glorious advent of 
its music which has shattered the dun- 
geons of the inquisition and consigned 
to oblivion the tyrannical laws of the 
Puritans. We live in times when dun- 
geons and ducking ponds are out of 
date, when espionage and Paul-prying 
meet with the censure they deserve, 
when we are to be patient, peaceable, 
long-suffering, full of gentleness, and 
when we are to try and change the 
character of men and women not by 
pointing to them the open door of a 
prison, but the open door of heaven, 
through which erring mankind will see 
Him, who said: ‘Come unto me all ye 
that labor and are heavy laden and I 
will give you rest;’ who said: “The Son 
-of man is not come to destroy men’s 
lives, but to save them.’ ‘The best 
way to reform others, is to reform our- 
selves!’”’ 
SIMPSON TABERNACLE. 

The morning service at Simpson Tab- 
ernacle was well attended. Rev. C. C. 
McLean preached, taking as his theme, 
Mark viii, 13: “If I were to ask you 
who was the purest character that 
ever came into this world, you would 
readily say, Jesus Christ. We care more 
for. those who can help us in this 
world than we do for those who can 
help the soul. Men care more for mam- 
mon than they do for God. 

“We must denounce sin where we 
find it, and we cannot withhold our 
‘condemnation because the men who 
connive at sin, or the press even, de- 
nounce us. ri 

“In the days of Christ men were 
ready to say, and did say, ‘Away with 
Him, release unto us the robber, but 
crucify this teacher of righteousness.’ 

“Is this the way we want to treat 
the Lord Jesus Christ in this enlight- 
ened age? he men who were com- 
missioned to go forth and preach this 
gospel to.the world were fearless men, 
who were ever ready to defend their 
Master and denounce wrong, whether 
in the King or the subject. 

“For this Christ men went to the 
stake and perished in the flame, rather 
than denounce their Christ. Under 
Donatius forty thousand gave up their 
lives for Christ. 

“There are many people who shout 
their religion, but won’t work it. What 
the world needs is a working Christian- 
ity, a Christianity that will stand per- 
secution, abuse and all opposition, yet 
go straight forward. Ashamed of 
Jesus, who shed His blood to wash 
you clean from sin; afraid of the scorn 
of men. Oh, ask God for grace to help 
you to stand firm for God. This we 
must do. Oh, God, help us to love Thee 
because Thou hast saved us.” 

UNIVERSALIST CHURCH. 

On the subject of “Purging the 
Slums.” from the text, “Overcome evil 
with good,” Romans xii, 21, Rev. Mr. 


Rice said, in brief: 

“The slums are a reality. Like 
fibrous tumors in a physical body, they 
reach out from their dark centers and 
lay hold of the healthy life that sur- 
rounds them. They shall be purged. 
The virtuous force in the better part of 
humanity decrees that these breeding 
places of vice and crime shall cease to 
exist. Today the public mind is striv- 
ing to decide as to the way this shall 
be accomplished, while our text, with 
depth of meaning has the ready _ an- 
swer, ‘Overcome evil with good.’ It is 
natural for a people to look for release 
from evil first of all to that body which 
directly deals with iniquity, the police 
force. In our city, because this body, 
en account of the nature of its office, 
has not been able to bring about the 
desired result, criticism has lately ma- 
terialized in the organization of a 
Parkhurst Society, and others banded 
into a League for Better City. Govern- 
ment have broadened their censorship 
to include the general body of city offi- 
cials, as being responsible for the con- 
tinued’ existence of the slums. These 
‘eriticisms, though more or less just and 
certainly commendable in spirit, show 
a failure on the part of those who have 
expressed them to grasp the true nature 
and breadth of this great subject 

“We are called upon to destroy the 
‘root’ as well as the ‘branch’ of this vile 
tree. Our Chief of Police has well 
shown his function is to deal with the 
branch when in his late annual report 
he calls for better ‘equipments and 
modern appliances’ for the more effect- 
ual ‘weeding out’ of ‘our undesirable 
residents.’ Again a speaker for the 
Better City Government League has in- 
directly expressed the popular idea of 
government, when he says the common 
enemy among the city officials is ‘in- 
competency, venality and vice,’ It is 
no more than saying that through these 
three weaknesses there is failure of 
legislation against vice; in other words, 
legislate the branches out of existence. 
The fact is, none of those who criticise 
or the bodies criticised, nor yet the citi- 
zens, have got at the ‘root’ of this mat- 
ter. True government not only sup- 
presses vice by legislation against it, 
but by educating its subjects out of an 
evil tendency. The city which neg- 
lects to educate its lower classes per- 
mits them to pernetuate themselves. 
The, slums.are slums because they are 
slum-educated. No angel institution of 
intelligence and virtue penetrates, the 
darkness of that abode to force a cdém- 


parison of what they are with what 
hey might be. Many and many a 
city, and Los Angeles is no exception, 
has its hands full in undoing what it 
by deleterious legislation so foolishly 


oes, 
“Help the slums? Nay! It perpetu- 
ates them. For instance, if a city legis- 


lates to license the sale of rum it must 
need spend a large share of its time and 
energy to govern the saloon and its 
product, and ‘slum-town’ is not only 
neglected, but its borders are enlarged. 

Will men never learn that a Master 
has given us the rule to ‘Overcome evil 
with good?” No Parkhurst Society, po- 
lice force, league or city government 
can ever purge the darker precincts till 
it learns the lesson of Christianity, that 
evil is. overcome only by a positive good. 
Breaking temperance pledges or buy- 
ing women to unaccustomed iniquity is 
doing ‘evil that good may come.’ The 
bringing to justice (so-called) of the 
pitiable offspring of heredity and en- 
vironment is of necessity and in very 
nature. harsh and unchristian, at best 
a& necessary evil. And the negative 
laws, the Thou shalt not of city ordi- 
nances speaks more of the Decalogue of 
Moses than of the positive ‘Thou shalt’ 
of Jesus. Let ‘the citizens of this 
Christian country awake and turn the 
tide of education toward the depraved 


districts and in due time they shall be 
expurgated.

A FRIGHTFUL RUNAWAY ACCIDENT 
NEAR GARDEN GROVE, 


A Farmer Has Both Legs and Both

WALNUT SHIPMENTS. 
The following from the Fullerton 
Tribune, relative to walnut shipments, 


will be of interest to all walnut-grow- 
ers: 


‘Walnut-growers’ Association has just 
been issued, and we have been per- 
mitted to make the following extracts 
in regard to the business done by the 
association this year. There have 
been 524,018 pounds or 26.2 carloads 
shipped, against 203,384 pounds or 10% 
carloads last year, an increase of 250 
per.cent. The growers received over 
$35,000 above all expense of handling 
and cost of the sacks used in market- 
ing, while a comparison of the expense 
accounts of this year and last shows 
a decrease of $12.84 per car in cost of 
handling. This decrease in expense is 
brought about largely by the better 
facilities for handling the nuts, in use 
at the and walnut-growers’ 
warehouse. The total paid expense for 
the season has been $816.05; deducting 
the amount of property on hand pur- 
chaged this year, $174.53, plus the credit 
expense as shown in the statement of 
secretary’s report, $28.10, leaves the ac- 
tual operating expense $613.40, or a lit- 
tle more than 1-10 of a cent per pound. 
“The asociation sold its soft-shell and 
yaper-shell walnuts for 8 cents and its 
ard-shells for 64% cents per” pound, 
less a brokerage of 5 per cent. There 
was a heavy increase in the weight of 
nuts in the course of preparation for 
market; in fact, the increase more than 
paid all expenses and the cost of the 
sacks. The expense of the association 
being reduced to a minimum, and its 
stockholders being entitled to all sur- 
plus received above the expenses, the 
grower is enabled to realize the very 
best market price for his product. And 
as the product of the association has 
gained a good reputation in the mar- 
kets on account of the very excellent 
manner in which it is put on the mar- 
ket, the top prices will always be real- 
ized for the association’s product.”

SOME MATTERS THAT WERE OVER- 
LOOKED BY THE GRAND JURY. 


Habitual Overcharges by Pablic om. 
cials—Firemen Preparing for a 


Christmas Spread—Arrest of a 
Troublesome Character — News 
Notes. 


SANTA BARBARA, Dec. 13.—(Reg- 
ular Corerspondence.) Now that the 
grand jurors have gone home, and peo- 
ple have had time to think what they 
did, and what they did not do, it be- 
comes apparent to them that at least 


-one point of direct public importance 


was either overlooked or ignored by 
the jury. Expert Johnson, in his re- 
port, clearly pointed out that indi- 
vidual supervisors had _ persistently 
avercharged in their mileage for many 
years past. He pointed to many other 
minor errors and overcharges, and 
showed that no effort had ever been 
made to collect or correct them. A 
former expert of county records—Mr. 
Lincoln, refers to the same thing. 

Mr. Johnson refers directly to the 
lack of system and business methods 
on the part of the Board of Supervis- 
ors, in allowing claims that are not 
approved by anyone and others that 
have not been authorized by anyone 
having authority to order the service. 
But few bills are approved by the Dis- 
trict Attorney, and many bills allowed 
appeared excessive, especially in 
charges for legal services and Con- 
Stable fees. The grand jury merely 
recommended that the Board of Su- 
pervisors exercise a little more cau- 
tion in allowing claims. 

The public does not look upon the 
Board of Supervisors as servants whvo 
have wilfully defrauded the county, 
but they do feel that the lack of sys- 
tem, due probably, rush- 
ing through important business, 
has occasioned a leakage that is un- 
called for, and now that the grand 
jury has failed to give this matter the 
attention it deserves, they feel that 
their hope is in the new Board of Su- 
pervisors. There are two new mem- 
bers, and at least one of them has a 
record for having saved his county 
much money that was being squan- 
dered, when he was a Supervisor in 
ree of the interior counties of this 

ate.

IMPORTANT ELECTION CONTEST. 

County Clerk Kenagy has set 
Wednesday, December 30, as the day 
on which the contest for the seat of 
Assemblyman-elect Thomas O. Toland 
will be heard, and has appointed Jus- 
tices Boling and De Witt as the covrt 
berure which the testimony will be 
taken. The contest for the seat is 
based on the ground that Thomas O. 
soland failed to qualify, and that 
Judge Williams had no jurisdiction in 
granting him the relief asked for after 
the lapse of time provided for in the 
statutes. 

Peter Bennett, the sitting member, in 
whose interest the contest is being 
made, claims the seat as the duly- 
elected member of the thirty-first ses- 
sion of the Assembly, and by virtue of 
the fact that Mr. Toland having failed 
to qualify he (Bennett) holds. over, 
and is the only legal representative of 
the Sixty-ninth Assembly District. 

In addition to the charge that Mr. 
Toland failed to legally qualify as 
member-elect for the Sixty-ninth Dis- 
trict, the contestant charges that in the 
itemized bill of expenses as filed, (when 
relief had been granted by Judge Wil- 
liams,) are included items of expendi- 
ture which are contrary to law and in 
themselves render invalid the right of 
the member-elect to receive the certifi- 
cate of election. Mr. Toland is absent 
at Sacramento, but will be on hand to 
defend his seat.

VENTURA VS. HENRY CLAY.

DOHENEY SYNDICATE HAS ABAN- 
DONED AN ARTESIAN WELL. | 


Moderate Development Continues 
Throughout the Field—In the 
Rastern and Western Exten- 
sions--Markets and Comment— 
Drilling Notes. 


There have been no devélopments of 
especial interest in the local oil field 
during the past week. 

A number of drills are at work in 
new territory and it is not improbable 
that by New Years much new knowl- 
edge will be imparted as to the extent 


and trend of oil sand in the local dis- 
trict. 


Little or no change has taken place 
in market conditions. Producers are 
sanguine of better prices in the near 
future. Consumers are unwilling to 
“stock up” at even present prices. 

The Doheney syndicate has aban- 
doned its site beyond the First-street 
cut and just north of that thorough- 
fare. The derrick has been removed 
and erected about a quarter of a mile 
south from its recent location. It now 
occupies a position a quarter of a mile 
east of the Baptist College and is in a 
direct line between that institution and 
the derrick forests of the old oil field. 
The drilling machinery is being hauled 
to the new site and put in position. The 
drill willbe started this week. The 
cause of the abandonment near First 
street was the encountering of a heavy 
flow of water. Somebody will be the 
gainer by the work done before remov- 
ing the derrick and drilling machinery. 
The casing was pulled, but the hole left 
in the territory has developed into a 
pretty good artesian well. The water 
is agitated, showing considerable pres- 
sure below, and is flowing in a-small 
stream from the hoped-for oil reser- 
voir. 

McCray & Davis have reached a depth 
of 900 feet in their new well. This prop- 
erty is situated just south of the Union 
avenue public school building. 

The American Crude Oil Company 
has not yet reached sand in its new 
well, a few feet south of the above 
property. A good showing of surface 
oil has been uncovered. The drill. is 
working below $00 feet. 

The Texas Oil Company has erected 
a derrick a few feet south of the Amer- 
ican Crude Oil Company's rig and will 


Drilling operations will be begun at 
the Rex Oil Company’s new site west 
of Union avenue, the latter part of this 
week. 

The new Texas well has been tubed 
and is pumping heavily. Drilling op- 
erations were temporarily suspended 
at the top of sand, but will be resumed 
when the surface oil is exhausted. The 
wéll will be drilled nearly one hundred 
feet deeper. 

O'Donnell & Whittier are at work in 
their new well. The drill is in 300 feet. 
This property fronts upon Union ave- 
nue, just across that thoroughfare from 
the public school grounds. 

Well No. 31 of the Rex Oil Company 
has been completed at a depth of 1100 
feet. It will be tubed the first of this 
week. The well has about 400 feet of 
oil in it, and promises to develop into 
a good producer. 

Satisfactory progress is being made 
in the Young syndicate well, at the 
west end of the quadrant. The drill 
is working below 650 feet. A good pro- 
ducer is confidently expected. 

The drill was started in the Rum- 
mell Oil Company's new well Friday 
morning. This site lies west of Bur- 
lington avenue and is apparently in the

ening the People’s Oil Company’s well 
on Lakeshore avenue, near the Victor 
Hall wells. 

The new Libby well, on Lakeshore 
avenue, north of West State street, 
has been drilled to second sand and 
gives indications of becoming a heavy 
producer. 

The Diamond Oil Company will begin 
drilling operations upon its new well 
this week. This property is situated 
south of Court street, and, between 
Douglas and Patton streets. One of 
its old wells, near by, is still pumping 
a heavy flow of water. Had the drill- 
ers suspended operations at 965 feet, as 
intended, instead of drilling to 980 feet, 
no trouble would have resulted from a 
flow of water. It was a mistake jn 
calculations of measurement, and has 
proven a very costly one. 

One of the Turner Bro.’s wells, at 
the northeast corner of Court and 
Douglas streets, will be deepened. The 
drilling machinery is being hauled to 
the grounds. The drill will be started 
this week. 

The drill has reached a depth of 250 
feet in the new Davis weil, near the 
southwest corner of Court and Doug- 
las streets. 

The Les Angeles Railway Company’s 
new avell, east of North Figueroa street, 
between Court and Angeleno street , is 
ninety feet in- sand, at a depth of 940 
feet. There is a good showing of oil 
in the well. Drilling will be com- 
pleted this week. The company in- 
tends drilling another well, near Court 
street, when the present work is com- 
pleted. The site near by, upon which 
is erected a derrick, will pjrobably not 
be drilled, owing to its proximity to 
the developed well. 

Work is being vigorously prosecuted 
upon well No. 2 of Maier & Zobe- 
lein’s eastern territory. A depth of 650 
feet has already been reached. Ap lit- 
tle surface oil has made its appearance 
in the drill hole. The intention is to 
drill into sand, no matter if it is neces- 
sary to drill a few hundred feet below 
a depth of 1000 feet, the present depth 
of well No. 1. The latter property is 
pumping from sevently-five to nearly 
one hundred barrels per day. It will 
be pumped individually, and a new en- 
gine is being put in for this purpose. 

A report is current to the effect that 
Martin & Dryden have encountered 
water in their new territory, about two 
miles northwest of Fast Side Park. 
Water was known to exist in these 
lands, but it is thought there will be 
but little difficulty in shutting it off.
